The Chattanooga Times under date of 
April 26 carries headline of article 
“Epidemic of Spies Menace Europe.”

In Moz- 
cow, atheist k-oxs and magazines are 
printed in 48 languages and distributed 
throughout the world. 

ROSH 

Rosh looms ever larger on the horizon. 
Dr. Jenkins, sent by the Federal Council 
of Churches in America, interviewed 
Stalin, “whose black Oriental eyes,” Dr. 
Jenkins reports, “kindled with fire as he 
said: —‘By 1934 Russia will have a stand- 
ing army of 17,000,000, also a militia 
of 5, 000, 000 men and 83, 000, 000 
women, and we will have the strongest 
air force of any nation. Yes, by that year 
our country will be electrified, national- 
ized and industrialized. By 1934 we will 
have all the credit and the gold we need: 
we will have the greatest army and the 
greatest navy in the world!’” 

YOUTH 

Someone has said that the Soviet’s 
studied instilling of Atheism into infant 
minds is the most wicked thing that has 
been done on earth since Calvary. A re- 
markable protest is lodged (in Psychia- 
trisch-Neurologische Wochenschrift, No. 
49) by 83 German neurologists and ii:- 
sanity specialists:—“In the present la- 
mentable struggle of political parties over 
the schools, attempts are being made, in 
a folly truly irresponsible, to shake the 
foundations of Christianity. We, the 
undersigned insanity and nerve special- 
ists, who have daily opportunities to look 
into the deep abysses of psychic need and 
suffering, earnestly warn against allow- 
ing the belief in Christ even in the least 
degree to lapse in the hearts of our 
youth, since this is the real anchor in 
the storms of our time. The Christian re- 
ligion is now and will remain the philos- 
ophy, the psychology, the ethic, the social- 
ism.

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“Che Apostasy of “Ghe Day 


ANY thinkers of religious truth feel 
M that there is not such a falling 
away now as some might think. They 


point out the days of apostasy in the 
Pergamos and Thyatira periods, 315 to 
500 A. D. But in reading the current 


news, keeping up as best I can with the 
happenings of the day, we find the deep- 
est of apostasy existing among the pro- 
fessed Christians. 

I am quoting from a piece from 
“Prophecy”: The mouthpiece of modern- 
ism in America is The Christian Cen- 
tury. Why the word “Christian” is used 
is more than we can understand. The 
statements relative to the report of the 
so-called laymen’s investigation of ‘he 
mission fields, is most enlightening. Per- 
mit a few quotations: “The first signi- 
ficance of the laymen’s report is that it 
registers the changed status of modern- 
ism in the churches. Up to this date, mod- 
ernism has been satisfied to accept the 
organized enterprises of the churches and 
their established policies without much 
critical concern. It has not been disposed 
to disturb these functions by pointing 
out faults or suggesting improvements. 
The Liberals were a minority. Besides, 
they were conscious that their continu- 
ing fellowship with their conservative 
brethren was possible only if they were 
able to maintain practical cooperation in 
the accepted organizations of the church. 
The theological tension between the two 
schools of thought could be reconciled 
only by the achievement of Christian fel- 
lowship on a practical basis. If this prac- 
tical basis were disturbed by attempting 
to reconstruct the general policies of the 
churches on lines consistent with modern 
thought, only schism and chaos would re- 
sult. Therefore, Liberals have, in general, 
accepted the ecclesiastical status to be 
able to retain the fellowship of conserva- 
tives and thus avoid further division cf 
the body of Christ.” 

Here is a frank admission that Modern- 
ists, whose ministerial oaths pledg2d 


them to be true to the orthodox faith, 
have deliberately remained inside, while 
rejecting this faith, taking the salaries 
from thousands who love the Word of 
God, but were unawares of what was go- 
ing on, ‘while working under 
gain control of the machinery.

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“But that period of silent and uncriti- 
cal acquiescence in the status quo has 
passed, and the laymen’s report is the 
signal that it has passed. Since the trans- 
ition of Protestantism from the _ tradi- 
tions of old-school theology began in the 
late years of the nineteenth century, this 
is the first time that modernism has act- 
ed explicitly, and upon its own initiative, 
to effect the reconstruction of any pri- 
mary function of the Christian church. It 
has meant only one thing; namely, that 
modern ideals have so far permeated the 
thought of the church’s effective leader- 
ship that uncritical acquiescence in the 
established routine of church life is uo 
longer morally possible. 

“Plainly, modernism is awakening to 
its responsibility of Christian policy. The 
two most intimate and cherished aspects 
of Protestant organization are the de- 
nominational systems and the missionary 
enterprise. With the former, modernism 
has long been tacitly impatient, but it 
has as yet made no gesture for reform. 
With the latter, it has likewise been dis- 
satisfied, but the practical requirements 
of keeping the fellowship in the bonds 
of peace have repressed any critical sug- 
gestions for reform.” 

Plain enough! From now on Modern- 
ists will not need to disguise themselves. 
The wolf can throw off the sheep skin, 
for Modernists are now going after the 
very foundations—they will seize the ma- 
chinery and rebuild it to suit themselves. 
They have come to power. 


“A major battle looms on the horizon 
of Protestant Christianity. It is no acci- 
dent battle of ideas this time, though it 
will bring into play the whole of both 
traditional and modern thought. When 
you touch the missionary enterprise you 
touch everything that goes by the name 
Christian. Is modernism ready to take 
over so fundamental a function as ‘he 
long cherished enterprise of Christian 
missions” 

APOSTASY HAS COME TO FULL 

BLOOM IN AMERICA 
Wide publicity has been given to the 


report of the appraising commission sent 
abroad by the institution of Social and 
Religious Research for the purpose of 
placing a value upon the work of foreign 
missions. We take great pleasure in stat- 
ing right here that the final appraising 
will be made by God Almighty. These 
apostate workers will certainly have to 
give an account for their doctrine of 
modernism which tends to cool off the 
entire Christian world. It brings forcibly 
to our minds that the end of the age 
is to be marked by a falling away.2 Thes. 
2:3, “Let no man deceive you by any 
means: for that day shall not come, ex- 
cept there come a falling away first.” 
This falling away will soon be made 
known by the manifestation of the man 
of sin.

The conclusion of their re- 
port is that there is no ground for a re- 
newed appeal for the support, much !ess 
for the enlargement of their missions in 
their present form and on their present 
basis. They report that they found mis- 
sionaries everywhere preaching the vld 
gospel and seeking to save people from 
hell. We hope that the message from the 
missionaries will never change. But such 
work of the Modernisc’s strikes at the 
very foundation of all soul winning work 
thru the centuries. It is a blunt denial of 
the teachings of Jesus Christ, and abso- 
lutely sweeps away the missionary mo- 
tive as defined in all scriptures. It is 
apostasy in full bloom. It is desertion cf 
the first principle of the gospel. 

The fundamental basis of missions is 
the necessity of regeneration. John 3:5-7. 
Man, as to his state by nature, can not 
enter into the presence of God, nor would

he relish it if he could, without this 
wonderful blessing in his heart. The 


basis of all soul winning work is the 
necessity of the atoning death of Christ 
and His resurrection. Rom. 3:23-25, “For 
all have sinned, and come short of the 
glory of God; being justified freely by his 
grace through the redemption that is in 
Christ Jesus: whom God hath set forth 
to be a propitiation through faith in his 
blood, to declare his righteousness four 
the remission of sins that are past, 
through the forbearance of God.” Eph. 
2:3-5; John 2:36. There is but one atone- 
ment for sin, Heb. 9:22-28. There is one 
name by which we can be saved, Acts 
4:12. There is one foundation for eternal 
life, 1 Cor. 3:11. There is one entrance 
for God’s fold, John 10:1. There is one 
gospel, Gal. 1:8, 9. 

Christianity is a message of salvation 
for those eternally lost and that salvation 
depends upon the work of Christ as suf- 
ficient, final and dispensable. Where this 
is believed there is a real motive for soul 
winning activities. Those who do not be- 
lieve it are not Christ’s at all. 

The world today is in confusion. Thou- 
sands of men of brain and talent have 
failed to go on and receive the fullness 
of the blessing. They are doping their 
congregations and blinding the minds 
and hearts of thousands and I am afraid 
these professors know nothing of a real 
experience with Jesus. They are fighting 
the way of truth and hindering the pro- 
gress of the Spirit to prepare for the im- 
maculate Son of God a Bride and a peo- 
ple ready for the rapture. It hurts me to 
see some of the holiness ministers who 
are letting down just a little on the real 
truth. Their congregations may be in- 
creasing but I am afraid the spiritual 
depth and love for truth is waning. God, 
help us to wake up and not allow the en- 
emy to come in like a flood. Eph. 8:13, 
“Having done all to stand, stand there- 
fore.”

The Dead Sea seems to be the treasure 
trophy of Palestine. It seems that com- 
panies have been formed and preparation 
made to*take from this sea its chemical 
values. This means a rich and valuable 
product that will aid the Jews in the 
reconstruction of Jerusalem. There is 
quite a speculation on the reason for this 
Dead Sea but we do not feel that they 
have scriptural texts for their theory. 
Many believe that what is known now as 
the Dead Sea was once a crator of 
a volcano in the days of Abraham and 
the destruction of the cities of Sodom 
and Gommorah was largely contributed by 
science to the explosion of this volcano, 
but the Bible tells us that God rained fire 
and brimstone on these wicked cities ani 
we know that God’s Word is true. 

We give some approximate values that 
chemists claim are in the Dead Sea: 
1,300,000,000 tons of potash valued at 
$70,000,000,000; 853,000,000 tons of bro- 
mine worth $260,000,000,000; 11,900,009,- 
000 tons of salt worth $27,500,000,000; 
81,000,000 tons of gypsum worth $120,- 
000,000; 6,000,000,000 tons of calcium 
chloride worth $85,000,000,000; 22,000,- 
000,000 tons of magnesium chloride worth 
$825,000,000,000. 

The development and increase of pow- 
er is rapidly going forward in this won- 
derful land. In order to extract the values 
from these waters they have let to Ruten- 
berg of Palestine the contract to erect 
on the river Jordan a dam for power and 
irrigation. He is putting up a series ‘f 
dams which will be the fulfillment of a 
prophetic vision. Below Lake Tiberias, the 
Jordan tumbles. Rutenberg has already 
captured the impact of this fall and trans- 
formed it into the white coal that drives 
motors and lights homes. Some _ think 
that this is a fulfillment of some of 
Ezekiel’s prophecy, nevertheless it is a 
fulfillment of God’s plan and _ purpose 
concerning His people. 

RADIUM IN THE WELLS OF HAMATH 

“I will settle you after your old estates, 
and will do better unto you than at your 
beginnings,” Ezek. 36:11. This may have 
reference to this very thing. It has long 
been known that the mineral products 
of the Dead Sea, now being exploited, are 
estimated at the amazing figures of 
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twelve hundred billions of dollars. And 
now, added to all this, comes the an- 
nouncement by American experts, that in 
the Palestinian waters radium has been 
discovered. This has been found by chem- 
ical analysis, in the wells of Hamath, 
and adds to the great wealth of this pros- 
perous land to which God’s people are :re- 
turning. 

As we watch the forces of evil as they 
increase, and see the trend of the masses 
as they turn toward the spirit and inf!u- 
ence of these evils, it makes us want to 
nestle closer to God. There are many re- 
ports coming in from across the sea tell- 
ing us of the workings of the enemy, and 
it does not stop in foreign lands, it has 
reached the shores of our beautiful 
America. 

Recently the police of New York made 
a raid after rumors of what is known as 
The Nude Society, finding many well 
educated and wealthy people in this hall 
nude. They were arrested and taken be- 
fore the court and they put up the plea 
that they were worshipping in their own 
building and behind closed doors, and 
were released. “The wicked shall do 
wickedly,” says Dan. 10. Truly the hn- 
man race is sick. The cause of its malady 
is described in Isa. 5:24. This all depicts 
the complete revolt against the God of 
our salvation, not in one land but in all 
the lands. The reason for this is the 
world has turned its back on the Word 
of God. We are told by good authority 
that there are twenty-two places of wor- 
ship in France where they worship the 
devil. I read a description of one of thes» 
services that was too ridiculous to men- 
tion. They asked the devil to take charge 
of them, and the hideous screams and the 
violent rages of these worshipers are 
something awful. They have a monument 
now in Russia of Judas Iscariot wnv De- 
trayed the Son of God. Then tel: me that 
the world is getting better! I tell you it 
is time for us to turn to the Lord with 
all our hearts. May God help the people. 
If we will only hold the fort for a few 
more days or months I am sure we will 
be greatly rewarded for our faithful ser- 
vice here.

UT as the days of Noe were, so shall 

also the coming of the Son of man 
be. For as in the days that were before 
the flood they were eating and drinking, 
marrying and giving in marriage, until 
the day that Noe entered into the ark, 
And knew not until the flood came and 
took them all away; so shall also the 
coming of the Son of man be.” 


These words were brought very forcibly 
to my mind while on a sea voyage en- 
route to a foreign missionary field. I had 
passed numerous times back and forth 
thru the passage leading from the deck 
to our berth and had read the notices 
near each of the alarms that were placed 
at intervals along the passage. One day 
to my surprise I heard the alarm bell 
ringing. The few passengers that hap- 
pened to be in that part of the ship did 
not seem to heed the alarm and I thought 
that perhaps I was mistaken. So I weat 
near to make sure that it was the alarm 
and sure enough it was unceasingly ring- 
ing. Again I thought, Maybe I haven’t 
read the warning aright so I reread its 
instructions saying, “Upon hearing this 
alarm proceed immediately to the deck. 
It is a warning of danger.” Still none 
seemed alarmed. I wondered, as it was my 
first experience of that kind, if I was 
not unduly alarmed. Surely the more ex- 
perienced travellers would be rushing to 
the deck if it was necessary. As I was 
meditating thus the steward passed by 
and somewhat impatiently told me tv 
take my children and go on decx immie- 
diately, which caused me to know assur- 
edly that the warnings meant just what 
they said. 

On my way to the deck I passed several 
groups of people. First I passed a lady 
who was anxiously inquiring what the 
trouble was of an officér who laughingly 
told her the ship was soon going down. 
He knew of the danger but perhaps did 
not want to cause too much alarm for 
fear of a panic. A company of workmen 
who congregated in a certain place stood 
with hose in their hands ready at an in- 
stant’s notice to help. We then passed 
into the lobby next to the deck where 
refreshments were being served and the 
ecard tables were filled with players 
amusing themselves. While there we 
heard signals for help sent from the 
ship. Some navy boys that knew the sig- 
nals paused in their game, remarked 
about the danger and continued playing 
waiting for the last signal to be given 
because they were in just a few steps of 
the deck and naught to care for but their 
own welfare. I noticed a ship travelling 
near us slack her speed as we went on 
deck and saw the sailors adorned in life 
preservers standing by the life boats 


ready for the notice to lower them. Sit- 
ting near was a lady passenger of whom 
I asxed what the trouble was with the 


ship. “What trouble?” she asked, “I did 
not know there was any trouble,” altho’ 
she said she was just wondering why the 
sailors were at the life boats. The whistle 
was blowing, the signals and the other 
ship as well as ours was stopping. “My 
husband,” she exclaimed, “is in his berth 
asleep,” and she hastened away to awake 
him. Soon after she went, a signal of 
security was sounded and the ship went 
on. The trouble, I learned, was a broken 
steam pipe in the engine room that wou!d 
soon have caused an explosion, which 
would have caused the disaster but had 
been overcome, I tho’t, Had it been other- 
wise and the ship had sunk how would 
each passenger have fared? and I was 
caused to think of the great event just 
ahead, “The coming of the Son of man,” 
which event all the cunning workmen 
and wise men of the universe cannot pre- 
vent, and how will it come upon the in- 
habitants of the earth? 

God’s Word like the notice in the pas- 
sage is given plainly, the signs of the 
times are ringing the alarm, yet people 
are going on as did the Pharisees whom 
Jesus rebuked, saying, “Thou hypocrite, 
ye discern the face of the sky but can 
ye not discern the signs of the times?” 

Altho’ millions of copies of the Bible 
are abroad in the universe and are read 
daily, yet the mind of mankind at large 
still wavers, wondering if they under- 
stand it aright or if what it says is really 
.true. Its warning messages should cause 
all who read it to call upon God and pre- 
pare against the day of God’s wrath up- 
on an ungodly world, yet the masses pass 
it by seemingly bewildered, alarmed to 
some extent but cannot fully comprehend 
the necessity of its messages until one cf 
God’s stewards (one in the authority of 
the Holy Spirit) declares that it is true, 
for no man can gainsay nor resist the 
authority of God, just as all doubt was 
removed from my mind by the steward 
of the ship, because he was in authority. 
Stewards are those placed in authority 2s 
chief overseers or managers of a house- 
hold or business in behalf of the master 
or owner. 

As the Master of the household of faith 
was going away He took His chosen ones 
out to Mount Olivet and told them they 
were to be witnesses after He was gone 
away. “But first tarry ye in Jerusalem 
till ye be endued with power from un 
high,” power to continue the ministry 
that He had begun and had spoken of, 
saying, Luke 4:18, 19, “The Spirit of the 
Lord is upon me, because he hath anoint- 
ed me to preach the gospel to the poor; 
he hath sent me to heal the broken-heart- 
ed, to preach deliverance to the captives, 
and recovering of sight to the blind, to 
set at liberty them that are bruised, to 
preach the acceptable year of the Lord.” 
J-sus having finished His work, which 
was to offer His body a sacrificial ran- 
som for man, exclaimed from the cross, 


“It is finished,” but the work of the Holy 
Spirit of which He had said, “My Father 
worketh hitherto and I work,” without 
Him I can do nothing,” that ministry 
that was performed by the working of 
the Holy Ghost was ordained to be con- 
tinued after His departure by those who 
would receive the same Spirit which 
should endue them with power giving 
them authority which should make them 
stewards of the household of faith, unto 
whom Jesus had said, “Greater works 
than these shall ye do, because I go to 
the Father.” 


Beginning with the day of Pentecost, 
which marked the setting forth of the 
Church, we read of the mighty signs and 
wonders attending the ministry which 
continued as long as the full gospel was 
preached. But by and by clouds of per- 
secution and coldness settled down upon 
the Church and God's stewards proved 
unfaithful in declaring the whole counsel 
of God. Finally, under the Roman emper- 
or, Constantine, the Church and idolaters 
compromised and became one _ religion 
from which idolatry the church has not 
been able to fully free herself, unable be- 
cause of blindness, and the stewards of 
the Word have not yet declared the coun- 
sel of God sufficiently to bring out a 
perfect Church, while people sit and won- 
der why we don’t see the same signs and 
wonders following the believers just as 
they did in the beginning as God’s eter- 
nal Word declares that they shall. Breth- 
ren, when all idolatrous practices are 
purged from the Church of God and we 
are once more bacx on the same firm 
basis as in the beginning, we will see the 
blind receive their sight, the lame walk, 
the lepers cleansed, the deaf hear, the 
dead raised up and the poor have the 
Gospel preached to them and the Lord 
will return for a perfected Church. 


What a sacred responsibility have those 
unto whom God has given the minis — 
try of prophecy which is declared in the 
Word to be the greatest gift of the Spirit, 
whom the Holy Ghost has made over- 
seers to feed the Church of God that He 
hath purchased with His own blood! 
Unto those chosen to bear the Word is 
given to know the mysteries of the Word 
and a stern requirement of declaring it, 
for until every part of the doctrine is 
emphasized in our teaching and lived in 
our lives, we will struggle along in im- 
perfection. For example, most of us have 
at some time or another taken up what 
we thought to be a choice apple or orange 
only to be disappointed when we found tne 
opposite side to be undeveloped or dwarf- 
ed. We may enjoy eating the good part 
of it and receive excellent nourishment 
from it but an inspector would turn it 
down on the ground of imperfection. 
Brethren, let’s not let the Church of God 
be turned down by the great Judge of 
heaven because of being dwarfed in any 
line. Surely most of us must be alarmed 
to some extent at the marked signs of 
undevelopment along the line of foreign 
missions and divine healing, both of 
which are in our doctrine but God’s stew- 
ards are failing to declare these truths 
strongly enough to bring out the results 
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that God has designed in His Word. 

There are many good things and stern 
requirements of a steward that might be 
mentioned but space doesn’t permit, how- 
ever, let those that are called to be stew- 
ards of the Word not fail to be faithful, 
as watchmen on the wall, to sound the 
warning of the approach of danger, that 
no man’s blood will be required at thy 
hand at the return of the Master from 
whom ye received yeur stewardship. 

The next person I encountered was the 
officer of inferior rank to the steward. 
Having knowledge of the trouble, he did 
not deny it to the anxious inquirer but 
for fear of causing too much alarm or a 
rushing for preparation he pretended to 
treat the matter lightly. We find many 
such people today. People who know the 
terror of the Lord, feel the pangs of con- 
viction, yet they will not yield to God but 
try to laughingly pass it by, try to ease 
that still uneasy conscience, pointing per- 
haps to some hypocrite in the Church. 
Some folks will actually pay tithes or 
other sums of money trying to quiet 
that ever prompting conviction that they 
should come out wholly and boldly on the 
Lord’s. side by making restitution for 
wrongs and yielding unreservedly unto 
God. 

Some preachers having made a studv 
of God’s Word and know the danger will 
not sound the note of warning to his con- 
gregation, thinking to give them flowevy 
sermons, trying to keep them _ pleased 
and pleasant down in the passage way of 
a doomed world instead of rushing them 
to the deck of safety where the life boat 
is waiting prepared especially for them, 
just as every one on board the ship had a 
seat in a life boat numbered according 
to the number of his berth, and should 
one have gone to any other boat he would 
have been refused an entrance unless in 
the last moment that passenger for whom 
it was prepared was not there. 

Beloved, God has an inheritance in- 
corruptible and undefiled, prepared for 
you and warns you to be careful lest an- 
other gain thy crown. He who fails to be 
among the first that arises to meet the 
Lord in the air stands only a chance of 
being snatched from the fierce waves uf 
the tribulation, otherwise he will sink 
beneath them to eternal woe. 

Another group that attracted my at- 
tention was the navy boys. Perhaps they 
had spent years at sea and knew well the 
signals of danger. They were within just 
a few steps of the deck and kept playing 
their game waiting for the last signal. 
How many precious souls are lingering, 
trifling as it were with the last prepara- 
tions like the foolish virgins already 
cleansed by the blood of the Lamb as 
pure as the wise virgins, just waiting 
and expecting the Bridegroom. No ties 
of the world still bind them but just a 
little ease to self, failing to be entirely 
yielded to the Holy Spirit. Waiting even 
until the last signal is sounded. Behold! 
the Bridegroom cometh, go ye out to 
meet Him. Just one last preparation, did 
they think? but alas; their lights were 
going out. Brothers and sisters, ye that 
have once had your vessels filled with 
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the Holy Ghost, are you filled now or 
have you thru neglect lost the Spirit of 
God? Be careful lest ere you are again 
filled with the Holy Ghost the Bride- 
groom will have come and the door shut 
as the dark night of the tribulation set- 
tles upon the world. 

At last on deck I asked the lady seated 
near me what the trouble was and I was 
surprised that she didn’t know of it. 
Spiritually speaking, don’t we often find 
just such people? Those seeming in the 
best places of comfort and ease know lit- 
tle of the tragedies of the day or the 
events soon to follow. Like her, they are 
caused to wonder at the signs of the 
times that are daily being presented and 
altho’ they are sincere in heart, yet no 
one has declared to them the real situa- 
tion. She might easily have entered the 
life boat herself but was willing to risk 
the danger to go and awake her sleeping 
husband. I wonder how many of us are 
willing to sacrifice our time and life, if 
it needs be, to rescue precious. souls? 
Loved ones, friends and strangers are 
asleep in their beds of ease, lulled by the 
spirit of the world, not knowing as they 
slumber on that there is danger, even 
now at hand. Perhaps in a few’ short 
hours or days the dark waters of the 
tribulation or of eternal destruction will 
rush in un&wares upon them. None other 
knows just where our loved ones are, just 
how to reach them as we do. We know 
their weaknesses and failures, perhaps 
just what to pray for in their behalf, 
how to win them for Christ, besides the 
God-given love that constrains us. What 
a sacred task the Lord has trusted unto 
us, to travail in prayer and win our loved 
ones, our neighbors and friends around 
about us! We often wonder in pity if they 
have some one to pray for them. Some 
mother’s wandering boy or girl needs our 
earnest prayer and interest lest they be 
lost, perhaps while their loved ones that 
used to pray are asleep beneath the sod. 
And oh! another sound seems _ ringing 
in our ears, the cry of millions of heath- 
ens. Many have never heard that there 
be a God of love and mercy. 

The Apostle Paul declared, Rom. 10:3- 
15, “Whosoever shall call upon the name 
of the Lord shall be saved. How then 
shall they call on Him in whom they 
have not believed? And how shall they 
believe in him of whom they have not 
heard? And how shall they hear without 
a preacher? and how shall they preach 
except they be sent?” God in His wisdom 
has given every one a part to do in His 
great plan of spreading the Gospel. 

Go, send or pray! Which has God given 
to you to do? Let us rally to the com- 
mand of our Captain. Time is swiftly 


, passing. These days are as the days cf 


Noe were. The sins of Sodom are swaying 
the masses. Satan is fulfilling the proph- 
ecy allotted to him. The world too is do- 
ing her part to let us know that the 
coming of the Lord draweth nigh; but js 
the Church of God responding faithfully 
by fulfilling her part of prophecy? King 
David upon one occasion waited beyoi:d 
Jordan after all Israel except Judah had 
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besought him to return to his throne, and 
sent the message to the tribe of his near- 
est kin asxing, “Why are ye the last to 
bring back the king?” Beyond the por- 
tals of the skies our King awaits and 
seemingly we hear wafted upon the wings 
of the Spirit, “Why are ye the last to 
bring back the King?” 


I wonder how many of us are willing 
to follow, our Lord’s command in their 
behalf?

flesh. For the drunkard and the glutton 
shall come to poverty: and drowsiness 
shall clothe a man with rags. Who hath 
woe? who hath sorrow? who hath con- 
jfentions? who hath babblings who hath 
wounds without cause? who hath redness 
of eyes? They that tarry long at the 
wine; they that go to seek mixed wine. 
Look not thou upon the wine when it is 
red, when it giveth his color in the cup, 
when it moveth itself aright. At the last 
it biteth like a serpent, and stingeth like 
an adder.” Prov. 20:1, “Wine is a mock- 
er, strong drink is raging: and whoso- 
ever is deceived thereby is not wise.” 
There is a woe pronounced upon the 
drunkard.

To refuse or negiect 
to help them by giving to the mission 
cause will result in the treasure that 
could have been provided in heaven be- 
ing missed both as a working fund for 
God here and as a reward of the saint of 
God in heaven. 

OUR RESPONSIBILITIES 


With opportunity comes responsibility. 
The opportunity of giving to missions 
presents itself unto the Church, involving 
responsibility upon both it and its leader. 
It becomes the duty of the pastor to en- 
courage his people to give to missions, 
and it equally becomes their duty ther>- 
fore +0 give. We may not turn a deaf ear 
to the cry for help for the needs of mis- 
sionaries on the field and the unsaved 
cnes unto whom he is called to minister, 
without letting one of the greatest oppor- 
tunities to provide for necessary heaven- 
ly treasure and glory, that will be ever- 
lasting, go bv. So ofttimes it happens 
that on the dying bed of some One pass- 
ing out of this life you hear the story, 
“If God only lets me get well I will go 
preach or I would just like to be a mis- 
sionary,” and so runs a long, sad story of 
lost opportunities. It seems that con- 
sciences are not thoroughly awakened to 
their losses until confronted by death. 
Yet the Holy Spirit has so touched the 
hearts of God’s people and impressed 
them of their duties and responsibilities 
to give to the mission cause, but “you 
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would not.” Therefore, it remains that 
when facing the catastrophe of death 
there comes with it a reflection of the 
judgment of God that looks back on past 
failures and lost opportunities. 
WE CAN AVERT 

There are none of God’s children wko 
have been called upon to go out of this 
life empty-handed in order to face death 
in a condition of loss. It can therefore 
be averted if we redeem the time. We 
may at the end of this life rejoice over 
food deeds done, and among all the op- 
portunities that present themselves for 
Christian activity and before the Church, 
there is not one of greater importance or 
that will yield a greater dividend than 
that ef giving and supporting generaily 
the mission canse. 

NEGLECTED 

There is no class of church work thet 
has been more sadly neglected than that 
of the missionary field. Let us rally, 
therefore, to the aid of the missionaries 
and missionary activity and increase our 
effort, which will increase the mission 
funds. Increasing the mission funds 
means more missionaries sent, more souls 
saved, more rejoicing on our part, and 
greater reward in heaven.

to Jerusalem, unto Bethphage and Beth- 


any, at the mount of Olives, he sendeth 
forth two of His disciples.” St. Matt. 21:1 
says, “When they drew nigh unto Jerusa- 
lem and came unto Bethphage.” St. Mark 
mentions the three places together because 
Bethphage and Bethany are near together 
and are also close to Jerusalem. The dis- 
tance from Jericho to Jerusalem was about 
seventeen miles, involving a journey of 
about seven hours. It appears from St. 
John 12:1 that the Lord on the preceding 
Sabbath had probably passed the night at 
Bethany and that on the following day 
(Palm Sunday) He came to Bethphage. 

-SENDETH FORTH TWO OF HIS 

DISCIPLES 

From here He sent two of His disciples 
for the ass and the colt. His way to Je- 
rusalem was from Bethany by Bethphage, 
the mount of Olives and the valley of 
Jehoshaphat. Bethphage literally means 
the “house of figs.” Bethany, the “house of 
dates.” The date palm growing in the 
neighborhood furnished the branches from 
which the multitude strewed the way on 
the occasion of our Lord’s triumphant en- 
try. “He sendeth forth two of His dis- 


ciples.” Bede thinks they were Peter and 
Philip. Jansenius thinks they were Peter 
and John because a little after this Christ 
sent these two to prepare for the Passover.

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Bethphage, toward which they were then 
approaching. “As soon as ye enter into 
it, ye shall find a colt tied, whereon man 
never yet sat.” St. Mark mentions only the 
colt. St. Matthew mentions the ass and the 
colt. Animals which had never before been 
used were alone used for sacred purposes. 
See Num. 19:2, of the heifer on which 
never came yoke. Jesus beheld things ab- 
sent and out of sight as though they were 
present, so that He referred to His dis- 
ciples by the gift of prophecy, that which 
His divinity added to His humanity. Here 
is a manifest presence of His divinity the 
same divine power by which He referred to 
Nathanael under the fig tree. 

Vv. 3. “If any man say unto you, Why 
do ye this? say ye that the Lord hath 
need of him; and straightway he will send 
him hither.” Jesus was unwilling that the 
disciples should take away the colt if the 
owner objected. He might have taken the 
animal away in His own supreme right 
but He chose to accomplish His will by His 
providence—powerfully yet gently. It was 
the will and purpose of Christ who for 
these three years had gone about on foot 
having traveled over Palestine in this way, 
to show himself at length the King of Ju- 
dah, that is, the Messiah and Heir of David. 
Accordingly He entered Jerusalem, tie 
metropolis, the city of the great king with 
royal dignity. Not surrounded with pomp 
and circumstances as an earthly monarch 
but He rides upon an ass’ colt that He 
might show His kingdom to be of another 
kind, that is, spiritually and heavenly. 
See 1 Kings 1:33; Esther 6:9, where kings 
are persons honored were accorded this 
dignity. 

V. 4. 
where two ways met.” Literally, 
open street. 

Vv. 5. “Them that stood there said unto 
them, Why do ye, loosing the colt?” 

V. 6. “And they sald unto them even as 
Jesus had commanded.” No minister or 
disciple has authority to speak further 
than this. 

Vv. 7. “Brought the colt to Jesus.” His 
disciples in obedience unto Him accom- 
plished the task assigned them. Every 
Christian should strive to do this regard- 
less of surrounding circumstances. “Cast 
their garments on him,” that is, upon the 
colt, providing a mat on which Jesus was 
to sit. “Sat upon him.” Jesus here enters 
the customary rite accorded certain kings 
in Israel in Old Testament times, starting 
His journey from the mount of Olives on 
the east. Zech. 14:4. Read here Ezek. 43:2 
where the future temple of Israel will be 
again rebuilded, into which the glory of 
the God of Israel will again enter. Jesus 
was the glory of His people Israel. Read 
also V. 4 where it is stated that the glory 
of the Lord came into the house by way 
of the gate whose prospect is toward the 
east. 

V. 8. “Others cut down branches off the 
trees.” According to best authorities, which 
they had cut from the fields; the small, 
leafy portions of them, suitable for their 
purpose, were carried out. 

V. 9. “Hosanna” literally means, “Oh 
save,” or succor. Here read further the 
ceremony of 1 Kings 1:34 where the people 


“By the door without in a place 
in the 
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cried, “God save King Solomon.” This was 
part of the ceremony accorded Jesus and 
evidences that they believed Him to be 
their King. Perhaps originally the cry of 
the captives or rebels for mercy are thus 
a general exclamation expressive of joy 
and deliverance. 

Vv. 10. “Blessed be the kingdom of our 
father David, that cometh.” That is, the 
kingdom of Messiah, and about to be estab- 
lished. “Hosanna in the highest.” That is, 
Hosanna in the highest realms of glory 
and blessedness where salvation is perfect- 
ed. 

Vv. 15. “And they came to Jerusalem.” 
As foreshadowed in Ezek. 43:2, and He 
entered into the temple in the holy place 
known as the Holy of Holies, into which 
the high priest alone might enter into the 
temple court. Our Lord was not a levitica) 
priest because He was not sprung from 
Levi and Aaron, therefore, He could not 
enter the holy place but only the outer 
court of the temple. “Cast out them that 
sold and bought in the temple.” There were 
two occasions on which our Lord thus 
purged the temple—one, at the beginning 
of His public ministry and the other, four 
days before His death. Our Lord adopted 
these strong measures, first, because the 
temple courts were not places for mer- 
chandise; second, because these transfers 
were ofttimes dishonest. The priests sold 
oxen and sheep and doves to those who 
had need of them to offer in the temple. 
These were needed for sacrifices and was 
good reason why they should be ready at 
hand for those who came up to worship. 
The priests, however, sinned by permitting 
buying and selling within the sacred pres- 
ence, and trading dishonestly. “Money- 
changers.” Those who exchange large coins 
for smaller. When money had to be ex- 
changed in allowance a premium was re- 
quired by the moneychanger. “Doves.” 
These were pigeons required for offerings 
chiefly by the poor who could not afford 
expensive ones. These were often sold by 
women who were provided with seats. 

V. 16. “And would not suffer that any 
man should carry a vessel through the tem- 
ple.” The temple was being used as a 
thoroughfare for those who were passing 
from the sheep market, Bethesda, to-‘he 
upper part of the city. The shortest cut 
was thru this court and by Solomon's 
porch. 

Vv. 17. A house of prayer for all nations. 
It must be here recognized that the God «f 
the Jews was also the God of all nations, 
thus the court of the Gentiles, then pro- 
faned, constituted a part of the house of 
prayer. St. Jerome cites Christ’s action 
in driving out the profaners of the temple 
as proof of His divine power. He says, “A 
fiery splendor flashed from His eyes and 
the majesty of His deity shone in His 
countenance. Compare Isa, 56:7. “Den of 
thieves” should be rendered a “den or rob- 
bers.” 

V. 18. “And the scribes and chief priests 
* * * sought how they might destroy him,” 
not only by putting Him to death, but to 
utterly destroy Him by stamping out His 
name and influence as a great spiritual 
energy in the world.
